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said coordinators perform time-stamping for data sets and/or incidents; 

said coordinators performing advanced image processing tasks including image 
recognition or tracking a person or object identified in an image or determining that 
an object is coming toward or moving away from one or more of its connected 
cameras; and 

a management interface allowing a user to perform various management functions, 
including setting time parameters for whether incidents from particular cameras will be of 
interest, establishing other rules definitions; specifying alerts regarding cameras that have 
not reported; installing new software and other maintenance fiinctions.
